BONDS BEATEN 


(Continued From Page One.) 


It will be seen by the tabulated 
vote by precinct that the Stege vote 
was heavily against the proposition, 
while that of Richmond was heavily: 


for the proposition. 


The fact, of course, that the bonds 
lacked 76 votes of the required two- 
thirds. of all votes cast shows that a 
majority was in favor of voting the 


bonds. 


The directors of the district were 
keenly disappointed that the propo- 
sition did not carry, and while they 
got about nearly 50 per cent of the 
total registered vote of the water dis- 
trict out to the polls, they still feel, 
so they say, that if a heavier vote 
had bene polled the proposition would 
have won, because the greatest lost 
vote was in Richmond proper, where 
the vote was heaviest for the bonds. 

At a meeting held in City Attorney 
after the result was 
known, the board issued the follow- 
ing statement to the press:

“The directors of the Rich- 
mond Water District desire to 
state that, since the result of the 
bond election held today demon- 
strates that a majority of the 
voters of.the district are in fa- 
vor of owning their own water 
system and endorse the action of 
the board in selecting the Sac- 
ramento river as the source of 
supply, and further, in view of 

the fact that the necessary two- 

thirds of all the votes cast was 
so closely approached, with 
many votes not cast, we feel ft 
our duty to act in conformity 
without unnecessary delay, as 
may be deemed wise and proper 
to again lay the matter before 
the people of the district for 
their consideration. 

“Believing as we do that 
many of the voters are not yet 
fully acquainted with the gravity 
of the situation in Richmond
